FIFTIETH CONGRESS. 


WasutnroeTton (D.C.), July 13.—By the 
Associated Press.}] Senate.—Mr.George con- 
cluded his speech of yesterday on the fish- 
eries, and Mr. Dolph then addressed the 
Senate on the same subject. 

He quoted from the official correspondence 
of Minister Phelps and of Secretary Bayard 
to show that the overt acts of the Canadian 
Government against American fishermen 
had been flagrant violations of treaty 
rights, and had been resorted to for the pur- 
pose of driving the United States into ad- 
mitting Canadian fish free; and he as- 
serted that it was proposed by the pending 
treaty to surrender the American position 
concerning bays and harbors, and the 
American claim to reciprocal commercial 
privileges, and to purchase partial commer- 
cial privileges for American fishermen with 
an annual remission of duties to the amount 
of $1,000,000, He claimed that under the 
arrangement with Great Britain in 1850, 
American fishermen were entitled to full 
commercial privileges in British colonial 
ports, and said that it this were not so, the 
United States should say to Canada, “With 
what judgment you judge, you shall be 
judged, and with what measure you mete, 
it shall be measured to you.”” Commercial! 
retaliation had been practiced by 
the United States since the founda- 
tion of the Government, and such re 
taliation had been authorized by Congress 
by act of March 3, 1887. He quoted at 
length from a speech of Senator Morgan, 
when that act was under consideration, to 
show that the Senator then thought that re- 
taliation was a peacefni measure. He alludea 
to the fact the Republican majority 
in the Senate had been charged with being 
governed by political considerations, and 
asked how the sudden changes in Mr. Mor- 
gan’s position was to be accounted for. 
What, he asked, had put British arguments, 
as to the construction of the treaty of 1818, 
in the mouths of Senators, on the other side 
of the chamber? lt was politics, he said. 
The decree had gone forth that the State 
Department and Administration must be 
sustained in this matter. The Republican 
majority in the Senate had been threatened 
with free Canadian fish if the treaty were 
not ratitied, but he could inform the Sen-. 
ators on the other side that that was not the 
way to secure free Canadian fish. It was 
the ratification of the treaty that would 
lay the foundation for free fish. He was 
mistaken inthetemper of the American 
people if he thought they would be driven 
into such aconcession. If he were to vote 
against the treaty on political grounds, or if 
he were to vote for it because, 
as had been charged, the Pres- 
ident would, if it were rejected, execute 
the act of March 3, 1887, so as to bring 
bankruptcy upon the country, or because, 
ashad been intimated upon the other side 
of the chamber, the rejection of the treaty 
would be madea pretext for a declaration of 
war by Great Britain, be would-be unwortby 
of his position as Senator. The only Ameri- 
can battles with Great Britain would be 
battles of diplomacy. Great Britain would 
get by diplomacy all that the United States 
was weak enough to “yr Even if ‘the re- 
jection of the pending treaty shouid be 
made a pretext for wa by Great Britain, 
that argument was not worthy of consider + 
tiop by the Senate. Had it come to pass 
that the most important acts of the higyest 
legislative body in the country were con- 
trolled by fear of a foreign war or by 
threats of executive proceedings that would 
involve the country in financial distress and 
ruin their republican institutions, There 
would be, indeed, danger, but that danger 
would be from within and not from 
without. He did not fear war with Great 
Britain, and the sentiment of the two 
countries in favor of peace and of peaceful 
means for settling differences was so great 
as to prevent war. Great Britain would 
not resort to war withthe United States 
because it was not to her interest to do so. 
He was free to admit that with the exposed 
coasts of the United States, and with its 
unprotected cvastwise ecommerce, the 
country did not want war with Great 
Britain, and he was ually suré that 
Great Britain could not afford war with the 
United States. The fortified raval stations 
at Halifax, Bermuda and Esquimalt were a 
menace to American commerce, but no forts 
could protect the Canadian frontier, and tire 
great ironclads of England could not protect 
her commerce on a hundred seas, Aft the 


istration in case of war, armed men would 
spring into the field from every State and 
Territory to make the conquest of the Can- 
adian provinces, and a few months ot hos- 
tilities would find the American privateer 
on every sea where the British merchant 
vessel was to be found. While war was 
brutal and barbarous, there were some 
things more to be dreaded than war. A 
nation could emerge frow a costiy and san- 
guinary war with its honor untarnished, its 
love of liberty intensified and its founda- 
tion of prosperity strengthened; bat when 
it yielded to at pee demands it lost its own 
self-respect and the respect of other nations,

WASHINGTON, July 13.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] As amended and passed by 
the House this morning, the Biggs Bill for 
investigation of the mining débris question 
in California, authorizes the Secretary of 
War to detail three officers from the En- 
gineer Corps as a commission for the pur- 
pose of making a thorougi investigation of 
that questicn, and fora complete examina- 
tion and survey of the injured navigable 
river channels, their tributaries and lands

GOOD OLD DAYS OF 1840 RE-’ 
VIVED IN THIS CITY. 


The Oro Fino Boys Giye the Old 
“Vets” a Keception—A Gigantic 
Last Night—‘Tippecanoe

Not alone men who were 
voters, but women, girls and boys entered 
into the spirit of that campaign with an en- 
thusiasm never before nor siuce heard of.” 

At extended length the speaker proceeded 
to review the life and career of Wiliiam 
Henry Harrison as a delegate to Congress 
and as an Indian fizhter of unimpeached 
bravery. The battie of Tippecanoe, de- 
fense of Ft.,Meigs and the battle of the 
Thames were alluded to, and, speaking of 
that exciting time, the speaker resumed: 

“The Legislature of Kentucky at its 
next session, whilst in mourning for her 
dead, passed the following resolution, viz.: 
‘Resolved, that Gov. Wiiliam H. Harrison 
has behaved like a hero, a patriot anda 

eneral, and for his cool, deliberate, skill- 

ul and gallant conduct in the battie of Tip- 
pecanoe he well deserves the thanks of the 
Nation.’ 

“The northwestern frontier being re- 
lieved, Gen. Harrison left his troops at 
Sackett’s Harbor and departed by way of 
New York, Philadelphia and Baltimore for 
Washington. On the whole route he was 
received with enthusiasm, and honored 
with the highest marks of distinction that 
could possibly be awarded a citizen by a re- | 
publican people. 

“In 1814, owing to a misunderstanding 
between the Secretary of War and himself, 
Gen. Harrison resigned his commission. 
Mr. Madison, then President, begged him 
to remain. Gen. Harrison then retired to 
his home at North Bend, in Ohio, from 
which he was called by the people to repre- 
sentthemin the Legislature of the State 
and the Congress of the United States, In 
18%4-"25 he was elected to the Senate of the 
United States, and in 1828 he was appointed 
Minister to Colombia, which position he 
held until he was recalled by President 
Jackson. Gen. Harrison then returned to 
the pursuit of agriculture at North Bend. 
The frosts of age were now gathering on 
his head, but the claims of a large family 
demanded vigorous efforts for their benefit. 

“In the year 1836 the eyes of not a few of 
his countrymen were fixed upon him as 
their candidate for President. He then re- 
ceived 72 electoral votes—not sufficient to 
elect him at that period—but in the Whig 
Convention at Harrisburg in 1839, Gen. 
Harrison received the unanimous nomina- 
tion of that body as the Whig candidate for 
the Presidency, and after a contest more 
animated and more general than any which 
had before occurred, he received 234 out of 
the 294 votes given in the 26 States. Gen. 
Harrison was now 68 years of age, and his 
elevation to the Presidency diffused a gen- 
eral joy over this Nation. His progress 
from his log cabin to the White House at 
Washington was marked by the most grati- 
fying demonstrations of popular affection 
and confidence. On the 4th day of March, 
1841, his inauguration was attended by a 
multitude of people far greater than had 
ever before assembled at Washington, 
many of whom heard his address, and pro- 


_ nounced it an admirably clear and able 


paper. 

“But how sooa was that brightness to 
fade, for the dark shadow of death seemed 
to be hovering for the purpose of destroy- 
ing. On_the list of the following month 
Gea. Harrison became ill and ealled in 

hysicians, and so rapidly did his enfeebled 

rame sink under the disease that at 12:30 
onthe morning of the 4th of April, one 
,Short montn after his elevation to the Presi- 
dency, he sunk calmly into the sleep of 
death. The last words he uttered ‘were 
characteristic of his life. and breathed the 
devotion of the patriot’s heart for the good 
of his belovea country, They were ‘My 
last wisi is, that the true principles of the 
Government may be carried out, 1 ask 
nothing more,’

fealty for the grandson of ‘Old Tippecanoe,’ 
and promise you we shall strive with might 
and main to make Benjamin Harrison the 
next President, and when the bugie sounds 
to fall in line we will respond to it as 
cheerfully as you did in the days of ‘Old 
Tippecanoe and Tyler, too.’ ”’ 
THE INDORSEMENT 

of Mr. Kelly’s address was given by the 
members of the club by loud and continued 
cheering. 


The secretary at this point intimated that 
a communication had been received from 
a young lady, who, while conveying her 
good wishes for the prosperity of the club 
and the cause in which they were engaged, 
forwarded several ——— songs and also 
some interesting particulars pertaining to 
the “Tippecanoe” campaign of 1840. She 
had moJestly refrained from appending her 
signature, but had signed herself: “A Buck- 
eye Girl.”’” On motion, the thanks of the 
club were tendered to the fair donor, and 
if she could have heard the hearty cheers, 
she doubtless would have felt more than re- 
paid for her little act of thoughtful kind- 
ness, 

For the remainder of the evening the 
veterans had the floor. Mr. George Wells 
made a rattling speech, in whith he ex- 
ae not only why he was a Republican, 

ut why he was not a Democrat. 

E. R. Tinley, in a short but telling speech, 
took a very pronounced stand, and judging 
rom the uproarious applause that greete 
his remarks, he hit the nail squarly upon 
the head when he said, in speaking of the 
Democratic — in the past, “‘that he 
would not believe a Democrat under oath.” 

G. W. Bryant of San Bernardino, W. K. 
de Freese and others addressed the meet- 
ing, after which the presidentinvited the 
veterans into an adjoining room, where 
light refreshments had been prepared. 

THEY GOT THERE. 

The number of veterans who responded 
to the invitation last night surpassed in 
number all expectation. A small list of 
names of the old-time campaigners was 
known to be in the hands of one H. H. 
Boyce, but for some inscrutable reason that 
individual reiused to assist the Ora Fino 
Club in enlar ing their list of names by 
placing those be had in his possession at 
their service, though requested to do so 
more than once. Despite the fact, however, 
the whole affair was a most gratifying suc- 
cess, both in the numbers that attended 
and the unanimity of sentiment and en- 
thusiasm that prevailed. 

While sipping the hard cider that car- 
ried their thoughts back to the days 
of yore, many were the campaign stories 
retold, and reminiscences of 1810 were all 
in vogue. The old rallying cry of ‘“Tippe- 
canoe and Tyler, too,”’ which these veterans 
used in the victorious campaign of 1840 had 
its rise in the campsign song written by A. 
C. Ross of Zanesville, O., which had un- 
bounded popularity at the time, the refrain 
of which, after the lapse of 48 years, served 
to bring every veteran to his feet last night. 
The verses ran as follows: 

Oh, what has caused this great commotion, 
motion. motion, 

All the country through ? 

It i. the ball a roll ng on 

For Tippeca :oe and Tyler, too. 

And with 'em we'll beat little Van! 
Van, Van ‘sa used-up man; 
And with 'em we'll beat little Van!

Evening Lectures. 

The lecturer of the evening, James Gerry 
Eberhart, A.M., of Prescott, Ariz., deliv- 
ered an address on “The Head; the Heart.”

THE VISITING TEACHERS ARE 
RECKIVED IN STYLE. 


They Meet in the Normal School 
Building and Enjoy Themselves—

The assembly-room in the Normal SShool 
building was filled last night with the 120

Delano rendered a charming guitar 
solo at the conclusion of Mr. Hoyt’s speeci, 
and then Prof. T. A. Nightengale, chair- 
man of the Lilinois Transportation Commit- 
tee, replied to the addresses of weicome. 
The professor gave a glowing account of 
their trip across the continent, and the man- 
ner in which they had been treated at the 
cities along the line. Everywhere, he 
said, they were received with open arms— 
by the lady teachers, and they had em- 
braced every opportunity.

It is announced that some capital- 
ists who were figuring upon establish- 
ing a watch factory in Los Angeles, 
which would have employed several 
thousand persons, but who were unable 
to obtain any encouragement in the 
shape of a suitable location and so. 
forth, are now going to put up their 
works in Terre Haute. Itis extremely 
discouraging to all who have the pros- 
perity of Los Angeles at heart to see 
such opportunities as these allowed to 
slip from our grasp. Until last fall, 
when the speculative real-estate boom 
eulminated, the excuse given for lack 
of general interest in solid enterprises 
was that every one was too much occu- 
pied with real-est ite dealing to give a 
thought to anything further. As truth- 
ful chronicles, we are forced to admit 
that there was more interest displayed 
in legitimate enterprises even during 
the height of the boom than there is at 
present. We are building a great many 
handsome business blocks and private 
dwellings; which is an excellent thing 
and a subject for general congratula- 
tion, in. which Tae Trves heartily 
joins; but if we are to continue to 
grow at anything like our past rate of 
progress, we must have business to en- 
able persons to pay the rents of these 
stores and dwellings. We must de- 
velop, to the utmost extent, our pro- 
ductive capacities—agricultural, horti- 
cultura), mineral and manufacturing. 


ate, when itis known that it was once 
waved in England on the side of free 
trade. Up to 1824 the importation of 
foreign silk manufactures had been 
totally prohibited in the United King- 
dom, not by heavy import duties, but 
by penal enactments. “It was the des- 
potism of monopoly, tempered only by 
the smuggler.”’ In a debate in the 
House of Commons, Joseph Hume cre- 
ated great amusement by flourishing 
his silk bandana bandkercbiet, exclaim- 
ing: *‘‘Hereisa foreign ware that is 
totally prohibited. Nearly every one 
of you has a similar illicit article in his 
pocket. So much for your prohibition!”

In acircular which they have issued 
the firm very pertinently remarks: 


Thus far we have paid our attention 
large'y to the development of our cities, 
towns and real-estate investments, so much 
so that it has been to the detriment of that 
wh ch is necessary to make us self-sustain- 
ing—the development of our tarming lands. 


The scheme is, on its face, a good 
one, and the manner in which the firm 
in question has carried out previous 
advertising enterprises gives encour- 
agement to believe that the work will 
be done in a businees-like manner. 


ALREADY the Democratic party has 
commenced the battle of the present 
Presidential campaign with the cudgel 
of misrepresentation. Fact and reason, 
the only legitimate weapons in a square 
and honest fight, they disdain. They 
do not care to keep before the people 
the fact that the present campaign is 
to be a battle of principles, which will 
be fought out, on the Republican side, 
on open ground.

We must not send away a dollar for 
anything that can be produced here. 
This is the secret of healthy 
and permanent growth in any 
section. So far are we at 
present from such a healthy condition 
of things that we not only send off 
thousands of dollars daily for what 
might be produced here, but for what 
is manufactured here, as many of our 
manufacturers can testify, and this 
frequently for the sake of an infinites- 
imal savingincost. 

Let us have achange inall this. Let 
us wake up and take a fresh start. 
Let our Board of Trade and our prom- 
inent citizens join hands and go to 
work with a will to develop our re- 
sources in every direction. Let each 
public-spirited citizen appoint himself 
a committee of one to further the in- 
terests of the city in such ways as may 
suggest themselves to him. The mak- 
ing of a magnificent metropolis is in 
our hands. Nature has done more 
than her share; let us not be half- 
hearted in doing ours. 


Monopolies and Voters. 


The only remaining independent pa- 
per in the Pennsylvania oil regions, 
the Daily Oil News, has succumbed to 
the inevitable and suspended publica- 
tion. By independent, we do not mean 
as to politics, bui as to its relations 
with the Standard Oil Company. Ina 
long valedictory the News says: 


“After a career of eight months and 
twelve days thé Daily Oil News has gone 
to join she wrecks of independent newspa- 
pers that, like dismantled refineries, mark 
the triumphant progress of the Standard 
Oil Company toward complete mastery of 
the oil country. Its life has been one of 
unending, hopeless struggle for the bare ex- 
istence that.was denied the paper that did 
not mould its views in strict conformity 
with the dictation of the most rapacious 
and unscrupulous monopoly that is permit- 
ted to curse a free country.’ 


We trust that, ere many years have 
elapsed, a check may be placed on the 
growing insolence of these conscience- 
less and un-American aggregations of 
capital, which serve as an excuse for 
the existence in this free country, of 
other and equally un-American bodies, 
whose avowed ebject is the destruc- 
tion of law, order, and society. That 
time will come just as soon as the re- 
spectable, law-abiding voters of the 
United States say the word. When- 
ever good citizens, irrespective of 
party, make up their minds to take an 
active part in the government of the 
country in which they live by turning 
out, every man of them, at the pri- 
maries and voting for delegates who 
will place none but worthy men on 
guard, then will the doom of both ag- 
gressive monopoly and destructive an- 
archy be sealed in these United States, 
and Freedom, renewing. her youth, 
shall enter upon a second century of 
beneficent rule in the land which gave 
her birth.

Boulanger Fights and Gets 
Badiy Wounded. 


Floquet Reesives Some Slight Gashes 
Daring the Duel. 


The General’s Wound Dangerous— 
Paris Greatly Excited. 


The Servian Crown Prines Taken from Queen 
Natalia and Returned to His Father—De- 
tails of the Terrible Colliery Accl- 
dent in Southern Africa, 


By Teleqraph to the Times. 

Paris, July 12.—[By Cable and Associ- 
ated Press.| As was expected, the insult 
offered by Boulanger to Floquet in the 
Chamber of Deputies last evening, resulted 
inaduel. The two gentlemen, attended by 
their seconds, met at 10 o’clock this morn- 
ing. Swords were used, and both contest- 
ants wounded. The due! occurred on Count 
Dillon’s estate, at Neuilly sur Seine, ashort 
distance from the city. Boulanger was 
wounded in the arm and neck. Fioquet’s 
hand was scratched by Boulanger’s sword. 
Further than this he wag, not touched. 
F oquet’s colleagues in the Ministry were 
waiting at his house for news of the duel, 
and were overjoyed to see the Prime Min- 
ister return safe. He was given an ova- 
tion. A small band of Boulanger’s follow- 
ers were in front of his house when he 
reached home. 

Later details of the dus! are to the follow- 
ing effect: Atthe second encounter Bou- 
langer was slightly wounded and Floquet 
received acut on the right hand. Atter 
resting, the men renewed fighting for the 
third time. Boulanger made a lunge at 
Floquet’s left breast, but only slightly 
touched the mark. Boulanger then re- 
ceived a wound in the throat, which put an 
end to the encounter. The wound isa 
severe one, and on account of hemorrhage 
the doctors are unable to decide whether it 


is likely to prove serious. The duel was} 


fiercely fought. Boulanger tried hard to 
kill Floquet, and threw himself upon him 
again and again. When Floquet received 
the wound im the hand and it began to 
bleed, the seconds proposed that the fight 
be discontinued, but both combatants re- 
fused to stop. Floquet received scratches 
on his hand, chest and foot. 
BOULANGER BADLY WOUNDED. 

The physician who is attending Boulanger 
issued a bulletin regarding his condition. 
It says there isa deep wound in the right 
side of the General’s neck. and that it 
causes marked Nt in his respiration. 
At present tbe ductor is unable to give an 
opinion as to what turn the case may take. 

At 6 o’clock this evening there was a 
marked improvement in Gen. Boulanger’s 
condition. The doctors, however, still de- 
clined to make a prognosis. Several jour- 
nals assert that Fioquet’s sword penetrated 
Gen, Boulanger’s neck six centimeters ata 
= between the jugular vein and carotid 


artery. 

Mipnicut.—Partly owing to the duel and 
parily because it is the eve of a féte, the 
streets at this hour are crowded, especially 
in front of the Cocarde office. The merits 
of the quarrel between Boulanger and Flo- 
quet are excitedly discussed, and shouts for 
and against the Genera! fill the air. Maque, 
in the absence of Boulanger, presided at a 
banquet on Avenue Aumesuit this evening. 
He announced that the General’s condition 
was as favorable as possible, 

The Soir says that the condition of Bou- 
langer 1s serious; that a high fever pre- 
prostration, and that his 
respi n is rapid and sometimes very 
diflicult.. The doctors are unable to form 
an opinion as te the General’s prospects for 
recovery. No brliletin has been issued since 
lo’ciock this aiternoon. 

The Republican journals, in cbmmenting 
on the discussion in the Chamber of Depu- 
ties, last night, between M. Floquet and 
Gen, Boulanger, say that Gen. Boulanger 
has entered upon a plebiscite campaign, 
and that the struggle between a republic 
and dictatorship has begun. Universal 
suffrage, they say, will do justice to Cxsar- 


ism. 

The Lanterne gives notice that it defi- 
nitely severs ali connection with Boulanger- 
ism. The Conservative organs commend 
Gen. Boulanger’s attitude, and ascribe to 
him the honors of yesterday’s scene in the 
Chamber. 

CONFLICTING REPORTS. 

There is no doubt that Gen. Boulanger’s 
condition is serious. Floquet’s sword pen 
etrated toa depth of two inches between 
the jugular vein and carotid artery, sever- 
ing the phrenic nerve and impairing the 
play of the lungs, “_ irrevocably. The 
General slept during the afternoon under 
the influence of morphine.

He says, however, 
that there is danger of a complication, and 
that phlobitis of the neck is possible, which 
would endanger the wounded man’s life.

MAD WITH AMBITION.

Natalie’s Son Taken from Her by 
German Potice. 

WIESBADEN, July 18.—[By Cable and 
Associated Press. | Natalie is sore 
pressed by her enemies, and so far has 
been unable to get help from Russia in her 
suit for proteetion, the Kussian Consul 
General at Frankfort not having been an- 
swered. 

BERLIN, July 13.—The German police 
ordered Queen Natalie of Servia to leave 
Germany within 24 hours, They also 
informed her that before departing 
she must surrender her boy, Prince 
Alexander, to M. Protics, who will take 
him back to Belgrade. The police will 
afterward escort the Queen to the railway 
station at Wiesbaden and place her on the 
train bound for Vienna, If the Queen 
attemps to resist these orders force will be 
used inggarrying them out. Her Majesty is 
still determined. Her villais surrounded 
by police. The statement that the young 
Prince passed through Vienna yesterday on 
his way to Belgrade was incorrect. 

WIESBADEN, July 13.—An officer, at- 
tended by 20 policemen, entered Queen 
Natalie’s villa at 10 0’clock this morning, 
and shortly afterward reappeared with 
young Prince Alexunder, the Servian 
Crown Prince, and the lady of honor of the 
Queen's suite. ‘The two were bundled into 
a closed carriage and driven to the railway 
station, where the Prince was handed over 
to Protics, Chief of the Servian Police, who

MANY MINERS KILLED. 

LonpDoNn, July 13.—A dispatch from Cape 
Town says: Debeer’s mine, in Kimberly, 
the scene of the fire Wednesday night, has 
been explored by a party of searchers. 
I'wenty-four whites and 200 natives were 
found to have been burned to death. Cause 
of the fire unknown. 

The cause of the terrible calamity was as 
follows: While the shifts were bein 
changed a wire broke, and the shift rushe 
down the shaft with frightful rapidity. 
The oil lamps were broken ana the blazing 
fluid ignited the wooden casing of the 
shaft. The flames*in great volume 
shot up, completely preventing 
nem. The mine was soon 
filled with smoke, and the lights carried by 
the miners were rendered useless. The 
panic-stricken natives and whites, in their 
elforts to escape, became massed together 
in the lleries, and were suffocated to 
death. The rescuers, who subsequently 
explored the mine, were compelied to use 
dynamite to clean passages of the corpses. 
Lt is believed that lives were lost.

SURE OF SUCCESS. 


Chairman Fstee Back from 
the East, 


And Enthusiastic Over the Result of 
‘the Convention. 


He Says Harrison Will Carry Indiana 
by 15,000 Mejority. 


The Entire East Roused to the Free-trade Peril 
That Hangs Over the Coantry—The Issue 
Clearly Taderstood, and Repub- 
lican Success Sure.

San Francisco, July 18.—[Special.] 
Hon. M. M. Estee, California’s “Modern 
Cincinnatus,” and chairman of the late Re- 
publican National Convention, arrived 
from the East this afternoon. While un- 
mistakably fagged by his trip, he was full 
of enthusiasm over thé political situation, 
which he regards as most favorable to the 
success of the Republican party. “We shall 
win without doubt,” said he. ‘In 20 years 
the Republicans have not had such promise 
of victory.” 

“How did you find the sentiment in the 
East?” 

“Every where strong for protection.” 

“Are the Republicans of the East united 
on the questions of the campaign?” 

“Never in 18 years has the party been 
more united. While in New York I was 
informed by the most far-seeing and thought- 
ful men that the unity in the Republican 
party was never more assuring or complete, 
and under such conditions they expect fo 
carry the State.” 

“There is no dissatisfaction among the 
friends of Blaine?” 

“On the contrary, nobody could be more 
enthusiastic over the nomination of Gen, 
Harrison than Biaine’s best friends.” 

Of the prominent part which he took in 
the National Convention himself, Mr, 
Estee modestly declined to speak. Of Gen. 
Harrison he spoke with enthusiasm “J

Evidence Implicating High Officials 
of the Brotherhood. - 


One of the Arrested Men Turns 
State’s Evidence, 


Other Eastern Topics—Racing Under Difficulties 
at Caiumet Lake—Handreds of Farm srs 
Ruined by the Floods—Iilinois Un- 
healthy for Allen Landlords.

Curcaco, July 13.—[By the Associated 
Press.| A startling outline of the case 
against the members of the Brotherhoods of 
Engineers and Firemen, accused of com- 
plicity in the huge dynamite plot against 
the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy road, 
was formally presented in eourt, today. The 
statement was made by United States Dis- 
trict Attorney Ewing immediately apon the 
arraignment of six of the accused, Chief 
Baureisn, and his comrades, Goding, Wil- 
son, Bowles, Broderick and Smith. The 
presentment caused ai great sensation 
among the crowd of railroad men, lawyers 
and reporters that filled every inch of room 
in the court. The statement of the Dis- 
trict Attorney was apparently based largely 
on a confession of one of the six, Alexan- 
der Smith. The latter sat apart from the 
other defendants, and, notwithstanding the 
efforts of his brother, who was present in 
court, doggedly declined to be represented 
by the brotherhood attorneys, or have any- 
thing to do with them. 

After Commissioner Hayne had refused 
the aefendants’ request for a separate exam- 
ination for each of them, the District Attor- 
ney arose and in a matter-of-fact way, with- 
out any attempt at declamation, recited 
facts that he pro to prove. 

He said that the evidence would show 
that the dynamite cartridge which was 
placed on the Burlington tracks at Eol,, 
lll., May 29th, was put there by Bowles and 
Swith. A few days priorto this explosion 
Bowles went into Chairman Hoge’s room at 
the Grand Pacitic and showed him a num- 
ber of these cartridges, and they talked to- 

ther regarding their use. A day or two 

ater Baureisn told Smith that Bowles had 
left a package for him at a certain hotel in 
Aurora, Smith ot the package, 
and it contained dynamite cartridges, 
and,- b Baureisn’s advice, ex- 
loded these on the Burlington tracks June 
4th. OnJ 2 4 5th, by direction of the de- 
fendants, Smith took a letter from Goding 
to the latter’s wife, who gave him a pack- 
age contaming dynamite cartridges. ‘These 
Smitb took to the brotherhood hall at Au- 
rora, where he met Broderick and Bowles 
and Baureisn and told them that he had 
left the dynamite in the ante-room. Brod- 
erick put the package under his arm and 
gether and took 
the train to Chicago excepting Baureisn. 
On their way they were arrested. The 
kage contained four half-pound dynam- 

te cartridges. 

DYNAMITE IN COURT. 

The cartridges alleged to have been taken 
from the prisoners were brought into court. 

Samuel C. Madden, agent for the Atlas 
Dynamite Company, was put on the stand, 
and testified that the cartridges contained 
80 per cent. of nitro-giycerine. The ful- 
minating caps found on Broderick were 
shown to the witness, and were declared to 
be the kind to explode dynamite. 

Eaward Poole, conductor of the train on 
which Bowles, Broderick and Wilson were 
arrested, testified tnat the train was carry- 
ing interstate passengers. Poole’s cross- 
examination was conducted with a view to 
showing that the car in which the prisoners 
were arrested had been attached to the 
train at Quincy »that it carried no passen- 
gers from points outside of Illinois, and 
did not come within these statutes. 

John D. Kelly, secretary to Chairman 
Hoge of the Grievance Committee, testified 
that he knew the defendant Bowles, and 
saw him in the rooms of the strikers in the 
Grand Pacific Hotel; that Bowles came to 
the strikers’ room at the hotel with a pack- 
age said to be dynamite, and opened the 
package in the presence of Hoge anda 
man named Tower. It was marked “Her- 
cules” with ared stamp. Bowles had caps 
in his pockets. They were like those taken 
from Broderick. Bowles spoke of ‘“‘work- 
ing it”? on the Fulton branch. He told wit- 
ress thathe had laid a cartridge on the 
track, of lead to keep it on 
the rail and caps for exploding it. e had 

a dozen caps. 


Kelly’s cross-examination developed that 
he was 28 years old and American born. 
He had been a fireman and engineer, and 
for several years had workad on the Bur- 
lington road. He was secretary for Hoge, 
and said that he had a memorandum show- 
ing tne dates regarding this and other 
subjects, it * had not been 
stolen since his arrest, as several other 

apers had been. Here it was disclosed 
that some one had raided Kelly’s room 
while he was locked up down town, and it 
was charged that the defense ~"— the docu- 
ments taken from his room. The witness 
said that he had made a memorandum of 
Bowles’s talk about dynamite at the time, 
because the brotherhood did not allow acts 
of violence. Hedid not report it to the 
police because of his relations to the broth- 
erhood. He said that since his arrest he 
had conferred with Inspector Bonfield, 
Attorney Collier and Mr. Stone, but was not 
testifying under a promise of immunity, and 
that he expected to be put on trial for con- 
spiracy. 

MORE DAMAGING DISCLOSURES. 

Thomas G. Lloyd testified that he lived 
at Noblesville, Ind., and dealt in hardware. 
He had seen Bowles in his store about 
June 1st, and sold him five pounds of dyna- 
mite — up in rolls: ‘he brand was known 
as “*The Hercules-Powder,”’ and he identi- 
fied that in courtas the same brand. He 
sold him more two weeks later, and again 
on June 23d. rene caps and fuses 
were bought with each lot, and packed 
carefully by special directions. owles 
told him on the first occasion was 
stopping with a Mr. Sapper in the neighbor- 


Andrew E. Barnes, a clerk for Lloyd, 
also identified Bowles, having seen him in 
the store several times and soid him ayna- 
mite. About7 p.m. on June 23d Bowies 

ot a package of dynamite put up for him 

y Lloyd.

RIVERS AGAIN RISING. 


The Situation in the Flooded Dis- 
trictse—Much S8uffrring. 

PittsscreH, July 13.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.| The Allegheny and Monon- 
gahela valleys were visited by another 
heavy rain last night, and the rivers are 
again rising at the head waters. This has 
caused some apprehensioa, but old river 
men do not anticipate another flood.

HUNDREDS OF FARMERS RUINED. 

Wuee ine (W. Va.), July 13.—Advices 
from Hughes River, a small stream flowing 
through Doddridge and Ritchie counties, 
say hundreds of farmers in those counties 
are absolutely ruined. On Monday evening 
there was a cloudburst, and ina short time 
the waters were higher than ever known 
before. Every bridge on the stream is gone. 
Houses, barns and growing cro isap- 
peared entirely, and piles of drift and 
débris were left 10 or 12 feet deep in the 
valley. For miles the soil was washed off 
as clean as a floor, leaving a hare, smooth 
surface. The loss is placed at $500,000. On 
Wednesday Terra Alba, Preston county, 
was visited by acyclone. The track of the 
cyclone was through the heart of the town, 
and twisted houses from their foundations 
and carried roofs hundreds of feet from the 
buildings.

lilinois Orders Them to Sell Out or 
Re Naturalized. 

SPRINGFIELD (Ill.), July 13.—[By the 
Associated Press.) It is learned that Land- 
lord Scully is about to sell his L[llinots hold- 
ings. He owns 40,000 acres in Sangamon, 
15,000 acres in Logan and 10,000 acres in 
McLean and other counties in which he has 
for several years past carried on the Irish 
rack-renting system. Last year two bills 
were introduced in the Legislature looking 
to the extirpation of Alien Scuily and his 
“system.” The measures passed after a 
hard ficht, and were at once approved by 
the Governor.

Their National Council in 
Session at Frisco. 


Some Interesting Subjects Come Up 
for Discussion. 


Spreckels Clears $2,000,000 by the 
Boom in Sugar. 


Capture of the Men Who Robbed the Hildreth 
Stage—New Railway Rates That Will 
Benefit Many California Towns— 

O.her Coast Gleanings. 


By Telecrop The Tima. 

San Francisco, July 13.—The Na- 
tional Council of the National Educational 
ASsociation met today in Odd Fellows’ 
building, President J. L. Pickard of lowa 
City presiding. 

Prof. Peabody of Illinois, chairman of 
the Committee on Higher Education, pre- 
sented the committee’s report on the “Elec- 
tive System in Colleges,” in which it was 
argued thata student is not prepared to 
judge of his real condition or the specific im- 
provements to be sought in making a 
choice of studies, 

In the discussion which followed the 
reading of the report, President Gore 
thought that when a student was advisea by 
other opinions than his own in making a 


choice the elective system could not be con- 
sidered mischievous. 
Prof. Peabody explained that the com- 


' ‘l-mittee’s idea was that courses which had 


been laid out, but not separate studies, 
should be elective. 

Dr. Harris of Concord, Mass., favored the 
cowmittee’s views, and said that the student 
of today was often better enabied to judge 
of courses he should choose thin parents. 

Dr. Hewett of Illinois, Prof. Sheldon of 
Boston and Prof. Schaeffer of Pennsylva- 
nia also joined in the discussion. Dr. Har- 
ris provoked an animated debate by assert- 
ing that the report was aimed, though ml 
haps unintentionally, against Harvard Col- 
lege. Prof. Peabody denied this, and said 
that the elective system was not original 
with Harvard, but with the University of 
Virginia, long before. 

Prof. Canfield of Kansas thought the 
whole question was really a “local issue,” 
and that it was difficult to lay down a gen- 
eral rule for its decision. The question of 
the student’s age must also be considered in 
connection therewith, 

Prof. Sheldon of Boston said it was the 
view of one of the committees which he 
represented that the question of the amount 
of training required of a student before 
granting him a diploma be determined, and 
the report was referred back to the Com- 
mittee on Higher Education for reconsider- 
ation and amendment. 

Messrs. Harris and Canfield were ap- 

inted to advise the committee in regard 
the sentiments expressed in the discus- 
sion of the report. 

Messrs, Baker of Colorado, Sheldon of 
Massachusetts and Greenwood of Missouri 
were appointed a nominating committee. 

MORE TEACHERS ARRIVE. 

A party of 50 Massachusetts and Ohio 
visitors and 25 teachers from New Mexico, 
Tennessee and southern points arrived 
today. Parties from Arizona, Illinois and 
Kansas are due tomorrow. The Kansas 
delegation will fill several cars. The regis- 
tration books at noon today showed that 
over 350 teachers had registered. Secretary 
Canfield estimated that over 600 teachers 
were in the city, a large number in his ex- 
perience eonsidering that the, convention 
will not in for three days.

The stocks of sugar in the 
world, however, are stated to be 400,000 tons 
less than a year ago.

STILL RARD AT WORK UPON 
THK CHAKTHRR. 


Educational Matters—Keport of the 
Committee on the Health Depart- 
ment—A Patient Cannot Be laken 
from His Home by Force- What 
Will Be Done with, the City’s 
Funds. 


‘The Board of Freeholders hela another of 
the.'r sessions yesteqday. The Mayor oc- 
cupied the chair, and Messrs. Moore, 
Mackay; Robinson, Mansfield, Brown, Seott 
and Baldwin were present. 

A communication was read from C. M. 
Wells, urging that the Hoard of Public 
Works be salaried men, to be appointed one 
each year, and to serve three years, the 
members to give their whole time to the 
business. 

Gen. Mansfield favored the idea conveyed, 
and said he hoped to see it considered when 
the proper time caine, 

Mr. Robinson was of the same mind, 
though he didn’t want to give the board any 
absolute power, but have all their actions 
subject to the approval of the Council. He 
moved to refer to a committee of three. 
Carried. The committee are Messrs, Moore, 
Robinson and Mackay. 

All street m itters were passed over in the 
absence of the committee into whose hands 
they had been placed, and’ the reading of 
the old char'er was taken up. 

Dr. Kurtz came in about this time and 
Gen. Maustield cailed for a continu«nce of 
the report on educational matters which the 
Doctor had in hand. 

Theefirst section the Doctor objected to 
was No. 74, the manner of 
buildings and making repairs. mov 
that bids should not be advertised for iu any 
work toe st less than 8570. The advertis- 
ing in the small cepairs was a heavy aud a 
neediess expense, 

Mr. Rebinson objected to the motion un- 
less there was an amendment providing 
that 


ALL CONTRACTS OVER $100 
should be in writing and adopted by the 
board. In that shape the motion carried. 

The whole of article 7, on the educational 
department, was then read and adopted 
with the alteratio s noted. 

Gen. Manstield then called for the :eport 
of the committee on the Buard of Health. 
Dr. Kurtz also had’ that in hand. 

The reading of the article was begun. 
The committee made its first recommenda- 
tion that the Heaith Officer should be 30 

ears of age. 
. Mr. Moore was surprised at the Doctor 
offering such a recominendation, and said 
he hoped that the Doc Jr would not put a 
premium on otber profession by ate 
out the young physicians from places o 
bonor and trust. 

Gen. Mansfield moved that 30 years be 
allowed to stind. The motion carried, and 
Mr. Moore gave notice that he would. call 
the motion up for reconsideration at a tu- 
ture time. 

The clause requiring the Heath Officer to 
have been a resident of the city three years 
called up a lotof discussion. Dr. nurtz 
moved to make it two years. Mr. Moore 
offered an amendment that the time be 
fixed at2l years. ‘The latter was lost, and 
Dr. Kurtz’smotion was carried. 

The reading then went on, and Mr. Moore 


. Jnoved that the Heaith Officer should have 


practiced nine years. Upon this the whole 
ing was reviewed, 

Dr. Kurtz moved that the qualification 
requiring 

THE HEALTH OFFICER 
to be 80 years of age be stricken out, and 
thata clause providing that he shall have 
been in active practice at least seven years 
before his election be inserted. Carried. 

The reading went on until sectivn 
on quarantine, wa» reached. 

Dr. Kurtz objected to the general 
term, “all contagious diseases, and 
moved to insert “diphtheria and scariet 
fever.” Carried. He also objected to the 
clause requifing inhab:tants of houses 
where cont gious diseases exist to makea 
report of them “in writing,” as there were 
many peopie who could not write, 

Gen. Mansfield moved to insert “or other- 


wise.” Carri 
Section 124, on infectious diseases, 
was read and allowed to stand witheut 


alteration, and 125 was treated in the same 
m nner. Sections 126 and 127 found no ob- 
jection, and were adopted. 

Section 143, v the hospital, 
taken up, aud that question of the power ra 
the Health Officer vo take any and all per- 
sons afflicted with smallpox away from 
their homes came up. Dr. Kurtz recom- 
mended that the officer, with the sanction 
of the Board of Heaith, should take such 
persons out of houses ‘that could not be 
quaraatined. 

Robinson moved to strike out the 
whole section. Mr. Book hastily seconded. 
Mr. Dunkelberger saw no objection to the 
report of the committee, and moved its 
adoption. 

GEN. MANSFIELD 
said thisisa eubject in which the entire 
city is interested, and the board ought to 
voice the sentiment of the whole peop.e. 
The public might misconstrue Dr. Kuriz’s 
amendment, . He would therefore offer an 
amendment that no person could be forci- 
bly taken from a private house, 

"Lhe vote was put op the report of the 
committee, and it was adupted, Mr. Robin- 
son and Gen. Mansfield alone voting nay. 

The remainder of the section was allowed 
to stand, and section 129 was taken up and 
adopted, and the reading then went on 
without objection until -section 132 was 
reached, when Dr. Kurtz wanted to insert 
the words “or cremated.” Carried. 

Sections 133, 134 and 135 were read, pro- 
viding against the disinterment or removal 
of the dead, and Dr: Kurtz said that the 
time was rapidly approaching when some 
of the central cemeteries should be re- 
moved, and he would suggest the insertion 
of a clause providing for it; but the sug- 
gestion found no support, and the reading 
went on to the end of the article, and the 
whole was adopted, with the alterations 
given above and in Tuesday’ 8 report. 

The c mmittee to select a manner of de- 
er ws the public funds announced that 

were ready to report. They recom- 
mended that an amendment should be 
ma‘te to section 44, so as to make it read: 
“Whenever the city shall provide 

A PROPER VAULT 

or safe in the City Hall forthe keeping of 
the city money, the Treasurer shall keep 
said money in said vaults, unless the Coun- 
cil should provide other means, as author- 
ized in section 42.” 

There was a big lot of talk on this sub- 
ject. Mr. Estudillo was one of the princi- 
= speakers, and he doubted the constitu- 

ionality of the clause to put the city money 
in the banks or loan it to individuals upon 
the deposit of a collateral. 

Mr. Dunkelberger said it is a notorious 
fact that at every election of a Treasurer 
here bank money is used. There is about 
$20,000 worth of boodle in it. 

Mr Mansfield asked bow would the citi- 
zens know if there was any money in the 
vault. The Treasurer, under the shadow 
of his bond, could say so, but nu private 
citizen could go into the vault to see if his 
words were true. 

Mr. Estudillo said there was such a thing 
as a board of examiners, who would know 
what there was in the vauits. Whenever 
the City Hail is built and the vaults put in 
there is the place for the city money, an 
not pat it eat for other peas to speculate 
on and make money ou the taxes d 
in by the poor for the = 

HONEST ADMINISTRATION 
of the city’s attairs., 


Mr. Mackay said Mr. Estudillo’s idea 
that the city money shall go for the benefit 
of the people only is an argument for the 
report of the committee. There is no bet- 
ter plan for the disposal of the money than 
that suvgested by the committee, 

Dr. Kurtz advanced the idea of having 
the taxes paid quarterly or ‘semi-annually, 
and then no one could get any benetit from 
the city money except the taxpayers, 

Mr. Dunkelberger rose to explain tha 
the United States Government foan 
money to individuals, and lhe city of San’ 
Franeisco did the same.
